the capital of Kansu province, comes 


the report of a man named Hsi, who 


was arrested last February with two 
| coffins in his 
possession containing 
jthe remains of near relatives, around 
which wen* 
packed 
four 
thousand 
ounces of opium, which he was tak­ 
ing with the corpses into Shansi. It. 
it the custom of the Chinese to take 
their dead in huge 
wooden 
coffins 
back to the place of their birth. 
The prisoner was tried 
and sen­ 
tenced to ten years’ 
Imprisonment, 
fh e case then was referred to 
the 
central government 
in 
Peking and 
the man was sentenced to death. The 
execution has just taken place, 
the 
fcr.soner being shot 
instead 
of de­ 
capitated. as was the practice in the 
old days. 
In connection with the suppression 
of the use of opium, news reaches 
Peking from time to time of some 
drastic measure which 
the govern­ 
ment is able to enforce in spite of 
tho disorganization it is experiencing 
as a result of the revolution. Reports
